This  variety  will  be  planted  largely  by  every  rose  grower,  as  it  does  not  require  special 
treatment,  but  can  be  grown  easily  in  any  ordinary  greenhouse  with  other  roses.  Crimson  is  a  color 
that  is  in  great  demand,  and  a  crimson  rose  that  can  be  grown  without  special  care  will  be  welcomed 
by  every  rose  grower.  It  is  most  nearly  approached  in  color  by  Meteor,  but  surpasses  by  far  that 
standard  variety  in  brilliancy  and  purity  of  color,  as  well  as  in  size  and  freedom  of  bloom,  never 
showing  any  deformed,  black,  or  imperfect  buds  either  winter  or  summer.  It  is  a  remarkable  keeper 
when  cut,  retaining  its  brilliancy  of  color  without  turning  blue  or  dropping  its  petals,  as  is  the  case 
with  Gen.  Jacqueminot,  which  it  somewhat  resembles  in  size  and  fragrance.

Crimson  Rambler  is  perfectly  hardy,  and  is  also  a  strong,  robust  grower,  making  it  suitable  for  all  purposes  where  a  rose  can  be 
grown.  While  it  is  a  very  valuable  climber,  it  can  also  be  grown  in  bush  form,  and  at  the  time  it  is  in  flower,  nothing  in  that  par- 
ticular color  equals  it  in  any  way.  It  also  makes  one  of  the  most  beautiful  pot  plants  for  florists'  use,  and  is  particularly  adapted 
for  flowering  for  Easter,  well-grown  plants  the  past,  season  having  proved  one  of  the  finest  novelties  grown  for  this  purpose.

It  is  of  peculiar  beauty  and  interest,  and  an  exquisite  thing  in 
every  way.  The  flowers  are  about  the  size  of  a  quarter  of  a  dollar,  single,  snowy  white,  with  bright  golden  stamens,  and 
are  borne  in  large  clusters— twenty  to  fifty  flowers  in  each,— the  plant  being  covered  with  a  mass  of  snowy  whiteness. 
A  valuable  feature  of  the  flowers  is  their  wonderfully  sweet  fragrance,  which  is  noticeable  at  a  considerable  distance. 
The  individual  flowers  last  a  long  time,  the  plants  showing  bloom  for  about  a  month,  and  are  followed  by  bright  red  heps, 
or  seed-pods,  exceedingly  handsome,  making  the  plant  attractive  after  the  flowers  are  gone.  The  beautiful  photograph 
which  we  present  on  this  page  will  appeal  to  the  eye  more  effectively  than  any  word  painting.  It  is  a  perfectly  hardy 
variety,  and  will  be  found  a  charming  addition  to  any  collection.

Asparagus  is  one  of  the  earliest  spring  vegetables  and  possibly 
might  be  more  extensively  grown  were  it  not  for  the  prevalent 
idea  of  the  difficulty  in  growing  it  successfully.   We  think  this  is 
a  mistake.   Asparagus  can  be  as  cheaply  and  easily  grown  as  any 
of  the  vegetables  on  our  list.   A  bed  once  made  and  properly  cared 
for  will  last  for  years.    Seed  should  be  sown  in  April  in  drills  one 
foot  apart  and  about  two  inches  deep.

A 
plot  of  ground  20  x  50  feet,  requiring  300  plants  to  plant  the  plot,  will 
be  large  enough  to  supply  a  moderate-sized  family.
